All this would eventually influence her rise to power. When the year 1279 arrived, she met

The mutant managed to 
convince the saddened and depressed Menelik to abolish the laws that prevented his 
daughter from being queen, and to discard the idea of calling his cousin to replace him 
when he died. This meant that a few months later, when he passed away, Makeda was able 


to rise to power and begin her great reign. 


Later life 


Makeda would end up marrying one of the sons of the ruler of Hocam in the Apumayu Basin 


region, Mizquili, the following year. Having several children with him, which, together with 
other strategies, such as trade treaties, partnership agreements, etc., would serve to keep 
the peace for a long time. Thus giving rise to the nicknames by which she would go down in 
history, The Guardian and The Peacemaker. since she always preferred any way to solve 


problems with other countries rather than violence or conflicts. 


This caused some tension with the more radical factions of the 
eventually, they were resolved with the help of witchers from the 


intermediaries. 


Makeda always saw them as honourable men, influenced mainly by her relationship with 
Putnam. So, when the Zangvebarian economy did well, from time to time, she would 
secretly donate a portion to the mutants so that they could continue their work of 


protecting mankind from the monsters. 
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
